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DETAILED ACTION 

This Action is in response to the preliminary amendment filed on 3/31/2005. 
Claims 1-7 and 20-32 are currently pending and are addressed herein. 



Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1, 4-6, 22, 29 and 31, drawn to a siRNA wherein the siRNA comprising SEQ 
ID NO: 5 and SEQ ID NO: 6. 

Group II, claim(s) 1, 4-6, 22, 29 and 32, drawn to a siRNA wherein the siRNA comprising SEQ 
ID NO: 8 and SEQ ID NO: 9. 

Group III, claim(s) 2, 23, drawn to a double stranded RNA construct that can be converted 
within a cell into a siRNA duplex that is complementary an A3 adenosine receptor mRNA 
sequence. 

Group IV, claim(s) 3, 24, drawn to a transcript system which can induce transcription within a 
cell of either a siRNA duplex or dsRNA construct that can be converted within a cell into a 
siRNA duplex. 

Group V, claim(s) 7, 25-28, drawn to a method for treating a hyperproliferative disease 
comprising contacting hyperproliferative cells with an siRNA duplex. 

Group VI, claim(s) 20, 25-28, drawn to a method for treating a hyperproliferative disease 
comprising contacting hyperproliferative cells with a double stranded RNA construct that can be 
converted within a cell into a siRNA duplex that is complementary an A3 adenosine receptor 
mRNA sequence. 

Group VII, claim(s) 21, 25-28, drawn to a method for treating a hyperproliferative disease 
comprising contacting hyperproliferative cells with a transcript system that can induce 
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transcription of either a siRNA duplex or dsRNA construct that can be converted within a cell 
into a siRNA duplex. 

Group VIII, claim(s) 30 5 drawn to a kit comprising reagents for activating A3 AR-specific 
interference in a cell or organism. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-VIII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

In order for unity of invention to exist for a group of inventions, the Groups must be linked by a 
SPECIAL technical feature. In order for a technical feature to be a SPECIAL technical feature, 
it must be novel. In the instant case, the technical feature linking Groups I-VIII is the siRNA of 
claim 1 . However, since the siRNA of claim 1 is not novel in view of the teaching of MADI, L. 
et al. (International Journal of Molecular Medicine, Vol. 12, supplement 1, 2003) which was 
cited as an "X" reference against claim 1 in the International Search Report in the international 
stage of this Application. 

It is noted that 37 CFR 1.475(b) states: 

"An international or a national stage application containing claims to different categories 
of invention will be considered to have unity of invention if the claims are drawn only to 
one of the following combinations of categories: 

(1) A product and a process specially adapted for the manufacture of said

(4) A process and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out 
the said process; or 

(5) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said 
product, and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out the 
said process." 

37 CFR 1.475(c) states: 

"If an application contains claims to more or less than one of the combination of 
categories of invention set forth in paragraph (b) of this section, unity of invention might 
not be present." 



37 CFR 1.475(d) also states: 
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"If multiple products, processes of manufacture or uses are claimed, the first invention of 
the category first mentioned in the claims of the application and the first recited invention 
of each other categories related thereto will be considered as the main invention in the 
claims, see PCT Article 17(3)(a) and 1.476(c)." 

37 CFR 1.475(e) further states: 

"The determination whether a group of inventions is so linked as to form a single general 
inventive concept shall be made without regard to whether the inventions are claimed in 
separate claims or as alternative within a single claim." 

In view of 37 CFR 1.475 (b), 37 CFR 1.475 (c), 37 CFR 1.475 (d), and 37 CFR 1.475 (e), the 
Group including claim 1, is considered the main invention. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
